‘the mining’ pusiness. Later he 
became associated with Charies 
H. Chaplin ‘in a mining venture 
at Sault Ste Marie, Mich. 

Still later he was in Wiasiness 
in Los Angeles and afierward 
became president of the Loi 
Tom Gas and Oil Syndicate of 
Kansas, and. was connected with 
the Old Hickory Copper Com- 
pany of. Passaic, N. J.

Boston, August 13.—Four men 
wlro have accepted millions of dol- 
lars from New England investors in 
the last few months, on promises of 
paymest of fabulous interest, werd 
behind the bars tonight. Charles 
Ponzi, whose spectacular financial 
dealings have made his name 
known the country over, was sur- 
rendered today by the man who fur- 
nished $35,000 bonds for his release 
after his arrest by the federal au- 
thorities yesterday. Unable to find 
another bondsman, Ponzi was taken 
to the Middlesex county jail at East 
Cambridge. ° , 

Three officers of the Old Colony 
Foreign Exchange compnay were 
arrested, taken into the municipal 
court and held in $50,600 bonds each 
on a fechnical charge of larceny of 
$500 from persons unknown. In de- 
fault of bonds, they spent the night 
in the Charles street jail. They are 
Charles M. Brightwell, president and 
treasurer of the concern; Raymond 
Myers, office manager, and Fred 
Meyers, sales agent. All three plead- 
ed not guilty. 

That the activities of this com- 
pany might have rivaled in extent 
the dealings of Ponzi's’ securities 
exchange company was _ intimated 
by Albert Hurwitz, assistant district 
attorney of Suffolk county, when he 
told the. court that the amount in- 
volved.fn its - transactions. would 
probably be shown to be hundreds 
of thousands of dollars.

COUNTIES SWEEPING 
INTO DORSEY COLUMN 


Old Politica Line-Ups 
Are Yielding Before the 
Tremendous State-Wide 
Wave of Enthusiasm for 
the Governor. 


The Dorsey campaign headquar- 
ters were literally deluged with 
letters and telegrams yesterday 
from every section of Georgia, all 
pledging support and assuring the 
committee that Dorsey would lead 
the field in their resnective commu- 
nities. 

Reports were received from coun- 
ties in which Senator Smith has 
recently spoken, and without a sin- 
gle exception the statements were 
made that the counties in ques- 
tion would go for Dorsey. calling to 
mind the fact that in the presi- 
dentizi campaign of M*~~h and 
Anril. when Senator Smith spoke 
from the mountains to the sea he 
lost every county in which he spoke 
except two. 

‘ more counties yesterday 
reported rousing Dorsey clubs. 

Half of these organizations had 
been made without even a sugges- 
tion from headquarters because the 
governor's friends here hw~* >t had 
time to reach them in the rush of 
shaping up plans for the whole 
campaign. 

Changing Old Line-Ups. 

The most significant news was 
that in three counties there is a 
marked change in the _ line-up 
since the governor announced in 
the race. Voters are swinging from 
both Smith and Watson to the na- 
tional party standard carried by 
Hugh Dorsey. 

The old myth that once’a Wat- 
sonite, always a Watsonite, is qx- 
ploded. It does not hold good this 
year. Dorsey’s splendid record in 
the governor's chair, mr ‘ng good 
without bragging over it, has won 
to him the substantial thinking men 
all over the state. 

W. N., Hill, ef Liberty county, 
sent word that Liberty will. go two- 
to-one for Dorsey. The county is 
well organized and sentiment ifs 
strong for the governor. 

Fannin has just been organized 
with the county’s leading men be- 
hind it. “Fannin is safe for you,” 
was the message. 

That was one report from the 
coast and one from the mountains, 

These were followed by news from

* Further crifmnal proceedings were 
taken against Ponzi today. In the 
=a aa court a blanket warrant 
was fs8ued charging him with iar- 
ceny In 53 counts, totaling $24,000. 
Police inspectors were at the £°4- 
eial building prepared to reaitgst 
Ponzi if the federal authorities re- 
leased him again on bail, but as 
he was .taken to jail the municipal! 
court charges against him were held 
in abeyance. 


Further bankruptcy proceedings 
-in which for the first time partners 

of -Ponzi were mentioned, were 
brought in the federal court. The 
three petitioners were holders of 
Ponzgi’s notes for a total of $2.625. 
They asked that Ponzi and John S. 
Dondero, of Medford, and Guglielmo 
Bertollotti, of Parma, Italy, named 
as his partners in the Securities Ex- 
change company, be adjudged bank- 
rupt., 

Rumors were current tonight that 
further developments bearing on 
“get-rich-quick” schemes might be 
éxpected in the near future. There 
was no hint as to the nature of 
these developments. 

Joseph ‘C. Allen, state hank com- 
miséionef, said he knew of no foun- 
dations for reports that Ponzi’s 
crash might involve any banking 
institutions except the Hanover’ 
Trust company, which Was closed by 
the commissioner earlier in the 
week. Ponzi was a director and 
shareholder in. this bank, through 
which he checke@ out miHions of 
dollars. - 

Mr. Allen made it known today in 
connection with the closing of the 
Hanover Trust company he had 
causéd the state seal to be placed 
on all the safe deposit boxes in 
that institjyition used by Ponzi! or 
by officers of employees of the 
bank. He said this was done as a 
preeaution against the possible re- 
moval of securities or other valua- 
bles pending the settlement 9: the 
bank's affairs.

Made Mistake 
In AprilPrimary 

Says He Should Not Have

Cordele, Ga. August 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Senator Hoke Smiths who 
spoke here today in advocacy of his 
candidacy for re-election, astognd- 
ed his hearers when he admitted 
frankly that he made a great mis- 
take when he ran in the presiden- 
tial preference primary. : 

*T don’t think there was any sense 
in my running-in the presidential 
preference primary,” he said. The 
crowd laughed. “I am sure it was 
a mistake, and I am sure the people 
of Georgia believed it to be a mis- 
take,” he added. 

Senator Smith further’ startled 
his audience and provoked consid- 
erable amusement, apparently at his 
own expense, when he made the 
equally frank statement that he 
considered himself the best man in 
the race. 

“All of us have made mistakes,” 
de said, referring to his race in the 
presidential preference primary 
“All of us are human. I have made 
mistakes, I am free to admit them. 
I have im mind now a istake I 
made. not so long ago. ur hind- 
Sights are better than our fore- 
sights. 

“I don’t think there was any sense 
in my running in the presidential! 
preference primary,” «he confessed. 
“I don’t think there was any sense 
in having,’ a primary at all. At the 
time no one knew, or had any fixed 
ideA as to who our party. should 
nominate at San Francisco. I knew 
Attorney General Palmer was not 
the man and couldn’t and wouldn't 
be nominated. 

“I believe I was as well or better 
fitted for the nomination,” he de- 
clared, adding: “Yet I knew I could 
not be elected, if nominated, be- 
cause I voted against woman suf- 
frage, and because of\ my position 
respecting white supremacy in the 
south. But I ran,.and I am sure it 
was a mistake.” Z 

Senator Smith again stated his 
willingness to meet Thomas E. Wat- 
son in a series of joint debates, and 
challenged Mr. Watson to name a 
committee to meet with WiNiam 
Schley Howard and Felix Jackson to 
arrange details for the meetings.

1, and the mere fact that we failed 
to carry a motion to affiliate with 
that post does not mean that we 
are not against Hardwiek and Wat- 
son.

206 Representatives Will 
Be Elected Instead of 193 
if Constitutional Amend- 
ment Carries. 


EIGHT COUNTIES GET 
THREE MEMBERS EACH 


, 


Under Legislative Act 30 
Next Largest Will Have 

Two Representatives and 
the Others Orie Each. 


If the people of Georgia ratify 
an amendment to the constitution 
adopted at the tail-end of the ses- 
sion of the, legislature, as in all 
probability they will do, the next 


lower house will have 206 members, 
when all the representatives are 
elected, instead of 193, the number 
of the present body. 


The bill gives the eight largest 
counties in the state three repre- 
sentatives each and the next thirty 
in population two each. Under the 
existing law, the six largest coun- 
ties have three. the next twenty-six‘ 
two and all the balance one, 


The eight counties that will be 
entitled to three representatives are 
Fulton, Chatham, Bibb, Richmond, 
Muscogee, DeKalb, Floyd and Lau- 
rens. Floyd and Laurens are the 
gainers by the passage of the new 
law. 

Two Representatives Each. 

‘The thirty counties entitled to 
two representatives each are: Troup, 
Carroll, Thomas, Decatur. Burke, 
Cobb, Gwinnett, Sumter, Colquitt 
Coweta, Ware, Washington, Hall, 
Lowndes, Bulloch. Clarke. Meri- 
wether, Emanuel, Mitchell, Jackson, 
Brooks, Barcow, Walton, Elbert, 
Worth, Screven, Walker, Wilkes, 
Jefferson and Dodge. In both in- 
stances the counties above are 
named in the order of their popu-. 
lations. The counties which will 
gain two representatives by opera- 
tion of the law are: Worth, Screven, 
Walker, Wilkes, Jeffersop and 
Dodge. 


It is a fact that few members of 
the general assembly knew just 
what had been done when t’’ CODae 
stitutional amendment Was passed 
and the general public up to this 
time has had no intimation of it. 
This is the way the bill vas passed: 


Representative John Knirht, of 
Berrien, introduced a resolution in 
the house some time a~- rroviding 
for representation in the next gen- 
eral assembly of the newly created 
counties of r, Ser'imdAle and 
Bra~** That was be’ore the cre- 
ation of Long and Lamar counties 
had been authorized and Knight 
resolution limited the membefship 
of the next house to 196. The 
measure passed the house Monday 
on a roll call without opposition. 

| Action in Senate. 

When it reached the senate for 
third reading Wednesday Senator 
Glenn, of the forty-third, offered an 
amendment providing for three rep- 
resentatives for the eight largest 
counties and two each for the thirty 
next largest counties. TJhe senate 
amendment was adopted and shortly 
afterwards concurred in by the 
house without a roll call or a count 
and with very few members voting. 


A peculiar feature of the business 
was that the senate failed to make 
and correction of the maximum 
membership of 196 provided in the 
Knight resolution and yet added ten 
members, one each from Long, , La- 
mar, Floyd, Laurens, Worth, Scre- 
ven, Walker, Wilkes, Jefferson anu 
Dodge, making a total of 206. When 
the bill is ratified, the constitution 
will limit tke membership of the 
house to 196 and yet will have pro- 
vided counties entitled to a total 
membership of 206. That will fur- 
nish a knotty problem for the legal 
lights in the next general assembly 
to solve. The courts probably will 
not take cognizance of it, as the 
constitution makes each house the 
sole judge of the qualifications of 
its members. 

The passage of the bill was a 
tremendous victory for the. three 
representatives from Floyd, Messrs. 
Harper, Davis and Copeland. It 


msaves Floyd county her three rep- 


resentatives, which she would have 
otherwise lost to DeKalb. 

Mr. Davis interested himself in- 
tensely in the matter as soon as 
he learned that Floyd county would 
lose a representative under the 
1920 census. He had’a resolution 
introduced in the house, giving the 
three largest counties four repre- 


sentatives each, the next thirty two 
each and the balance one, 


This resolution was lost in the 
shuffle, however, as it came to- 
wards the end of the session, ~ but 
the purpose sought was accom- 
plished equally as-well and a great 
deal easier by the Glenn amend- 
ment.

Alleged Gems Were Sold 
and the Money Used to 
Spread Bolshevik Propa- 
ganda in United States. 


Washington, August 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Tyaffic by bol- 
shevist agents in precious stones, 
supposed to have formed part of the 
famous jawels of the Russian royal 
family, has been unearthed by fed- 
eral authorities. 

The 131 diamonds found on Neils 
Jacobsen, a Swedish sailor, by cus- 
toms officials in New York July 23, 
it became Known today, were en- 
elosed in a package addressed to 
“Comrade Martens.” Using this asa 
lead, federal officials hegan an in- 
vestigation which they declare has 
definitely connected Ludwig C. A. K. 

artens, self-styled soviet ambassa- 
dor to the Unjged States, with the 
traffic. Dischosure of the fact that 
the package was intended for soviet 
agents in this country was withheld 
by customs authorities when Ja- 
cobsen was arrested, although the 
details ag to the seizure of the jew- 
els themselVes was then made pub- 
lic. 
The diamonds were described by 
federal officials as plainly “loot.” 
Fahd polished and for this and other 
reasons they are believed to have 
formed a part of the imperial Rus- 
sian crown collections which the 
bolsheviki are said to have confis- 
cated. |

Jacobsen. officials said today, 
identified during the course of the 
investigation a photograph of San- 
teri Nuorteva, former secretary of 
Martens, as a person to whom pre- 
vious packages had been delivered. 

Introduction of the alleged incrim- 
inatory evidence of the traffic in 
precious stones between soviet rep- 
resentatives in this country and 
abroad at the last hearing in the 
deportation proceedings 
Martens resulted in postponement 
of further hearings until August 30 
to enable the self-styled ambassa- 
dor to obtain evidence if possible in 
refutation of the charges.

Letter From “Ida” 
Moves Loving Wife 


Mrs. Brinkman Loved 
Jack Too Much to Let 
Another Woman Have 
Him — Husband Signed 
Death Warrant. 


wien. Wis., August 13.—On 
the morning he was murdered ‘by 
his wife, Jack Brinkman, automo- 
bile salesman of Newark, N. J., re- 
ceived a letter from “Ida.” 

Detectives started Friday night 
for Kenosha, Wis., to try and locate 
“Ida,” whom they believe may have 
provided the spark which fired the 
brain of Mrs. Viola C. Brinkman 
and prompted her to shoot down her 
husband in their room at the St. 
Charles hotel Thursday. 

Mrs. Brinkman, a rather stout, 
motherly looking woman. who had 
been married to Jack for twenty- 
four years, had said immediately 
after the tragedy that she killed him 
rather than give him up to another 
woman. | 

Years ago he had said that if he 
should ever prove untrue to her 
she might “resort to any means” 
to punish him. This suggestion was 
put in the form of a letter which the 
detectives call his “death warrant.” 
It réads: 

“New York, November 17, 1916— 
This is to certify that I, John H. 
Erinkman, hereby state that if at 
any time I am found or seen in com- 
pany of a woman, that mv wife, Vi- 
ola C. Brihkman, may resort to any 
means to punish me and I will deem 
her ‘justified in so doing and make 
no complaint*against her. 

(Signed) “JOHN H. BRINKMAN.” 

The police have followed several 
theories in their search for the 
motive, but always they come back 
to “the other woman.”

APPROVE EXPRES 
RATE INGREASE 


121-2 Per Cent Advance 
Authorized by Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
Parcels Post Aided. 


Washington, August 13.—Twelve 
and one-half per cent increased ex- 
press rates, authorized by the in- 
terstate commerce commission on 
Friday, are expected to increase ma- 
terially the parcels post busingss 
of the postoffice department. 

In the office of First Assistant 
Postmaster General Koons, it was 
pointed out that the new rtaes will 
have the significant effect of mak- 
ing express rates generally higher 
than parcel post rates. 

Heretofore, express rates have 
been approximately equal to those 
of parcels post, with some excep- 
tions. The postoffice department 
does not anticipate the need of mak- 
ing rate boosts. Express companies 
will apply for additional increases, 
it is said, to cover higher wages or- 
dered several days ago for express 
employees. 

The 12% per cent increase just 
allowed gives increased revenue of 
$36,000,000. The commission declar- 
ed its decision does not take into 
considertaion the award of the Unit- 
ed States labor board raising wages 
of employees approximately $35,- 
000,000. Express company represen- 
tatives applied for 25 per cent in- 
crease to cover this extra cost, but 
the commission decided to congider 
the question of rate increases in 
connection with the wage awards, 
at a later time. 

Inerease Satisfactory. 


While the per cent increase al- 
lowed was not as high as requested. 
satisfaction was evident on the part 
of the express company officials. 
On September 1. railroads have 
agreed to more advantageous con- 
tracts with express companies than 
were authorized under the rallroad 
administration. 


In its decision Friday the com- 
mission ordered that express rates 
on milk and cream be equalized 
with those granied railroad lines 
between the same points. 

The new rates can be _ into 
effect upon one day’s notice. 

The express companies were 
granted permission to file special 
blanket supplements to present tar- 
iff rates so as to make the rates 
effective at once. “However, the 
commission stated that compiete 
tariffs must be issued within $0 
days after the new rates go into 
effect. 

The commission stated there was 
no adequate ground . disclosed to 
support the request of shippers for 
the exception of certain commodi-

The meeting was further inspired 
by fhe announcement of Ernst Belin 
that French labor had assured the 
setting up of a similar council to 
prevent France from making war on 
Russia. 

Called Revolution. 

The London press, placed the ex- 
treme interpretation on anothef 
declaration by Thomas, that a gen- 
eral strike over Poland would 
threaten the constitution of Great 
Britain. This was taken by the 
press to mean “nothing short of 
revolution.” ’ 

The resolutions adopted “hailed 
with satisfaction the Russian gov- 
ernmen%s declaration in favor of 
the complete independence of Po- 
land,” and pledged the British labor 
party to resist any form of military 
intervention against soviet Russia. 

James H. Thomas, secretary of 
the National Union “of Railwaymen, 
one of the principal speakers at the 
meeting, said that if circumstances 
demanded it would be for the whole 
labor movement to decide upon di- 
rect action. | .

HARDING'S RECORD 


Cox’s-Running Mate Catis 
Suffrage Attitude of Sen- 
ator Typical—Pact Atti- 
tude “Clear as Mud.” 


St. Paul, Minn. August 13.—De- 
claring the republican attitude on 
suffrage and. the league of nations 
“is ds clear as mud,” Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, democratic vice president 
nominee, tonight expressed wonder 
as to how the republican atti:ude 
on “every other public question can 
possibly maintain business confi- 
dence.” ; 

His address tonight at the audi- 
torium here followed a noon ad- 
dress in Minneapolis, when he de- 
clared Senator Harding wili be c-ry- 
ing to “syndicate the presidency,” a 
condition under which, he said to- 
night, “a few of the old guard” 
crowd would get in on the ground 
floor. 

Referring to divergent interpre- 
tions “two great republican dailies 
in New York” placed on Mr. Har- 
ding’s attitude toward the league of 
nations. Mr. Roosevelt said, “‘ap- 
parently the republican offer is this: 
‘You can pay your money and take 
your choice.’ ” : 

“If that attitude is carried out in 
regard to our foreign reiations we 
shall still be at war for years 
hence,” he said. 

Myre Roosevelt left tonight for 
Sioux Falls, S. D., where he speaxs 
tomorrow. He will also talk at 
Mitchell and Salem, S. D., returne 
ing here Sunday and going to Far- 
go, N. D., for an address Monday. 

: Roosevelt’s Address. 

‘In his address tonight Mr. IRoose- 
velt spoke in part as follows: 

“T am pleased with the news chat 
came this evening of the ratifica- 
tion of the women’s suffrage aluend- 
ment by the Tennessee senate. .«

the suffrage record of the repub- 
lican nominee for the presidency.

GEORGIA LEADS 
IN STILLS RAIDED 


IN GULF STATES 


According to a report completed 
Friday, Georgia led all other states 
in the guif district in the number 
of moonshine stills destroyed during 
July. The report was compiled by 

- J. Gantt, supervising Federal 
prohibition agent for the gulf dis- 
trict, comprising Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana 

In the entire district there were 
498 successful raids made during 
July, the report shows. Approximate- 
ly 100 agents are used by Mr. Gantt 
in covering the territory. In Georgia 
178 distilleries were seized and des- 
troyed: in Alabama, 125: in Missis- 
fippi, 48; in Florida, 34, and in Louis- 
lana, 6. Agents destroyed 2,193 gal- 
lons of liquor and 153,000 gallons 
of beer. The report shows that 126 
arrests were made and 415 persons 
were recommended for prosecution. 
The agents seized 29 automobiles. 
seven horses and three mules. All 
property seized during the, month 
was valued at $103.939.

THE FOREIGN DEBTS. 


A national movement directed to- 


ward the funding of the tremen- | 


dous foreign debts owing to the 
United States, by changing them 
from promissory demand uotes, in 
which form they now exist, into 
obligations of fixed maturity, has 
been initiated, and it is receiving 
the approval of bankers and busi- 
ness men generally throughout the 
country. 

The Harriman National bank, 
New York, one of the original pro- 
ponents of this plan, some days ago 
issued a public statement, in which 
it called attention to the fact that 
financial opinion in this country is 
“under” the impression that the re- 
strictions placed upor credits by 
the federal reserve banks ‘at the 
present time is primarily due to 
the congestion of rediscounts of 
Liberty bond loans carried for 
member banks, resulting from the 
well-remembered plea during and 
immediately following the war, to 
‘buy bonds liberally and borrow 
from the banks.’” : 

The Harriman bank expressed 
the opinion that relief from this 
condition could be readily. accom- 
plished by an agreement betwéden 
this country, Great Britain and 
France, whereby the allied debt 
could be changed into bonds, dates 
of maturity, terms and rates of in- 
terest to be fixed in accordance 
with the ability of the debtors to 
meet their obligations. 

These foreign securities would 
then be offered for sale; and as 
they might be scld the proceeds 
could be applied to the retirement 
of a proportionate amount of Lib- 
erty bonds, “thereby reliaving the 
federal reserve banks and ‘releas- 
ing credit for use in trade.” 

It is pointed out as an additional 
argument in favor of the proposed 
plan that the result would be “the 
reduction of the government debt 
from approximately $25,000,000,000 
to $15,000,000000, vith a corre- 
spondingly large saving to the pub- 
lic in taxes that fall upon tus to 
pay Liberty bond interest.” 

Prersure at this time to collect 
would result only in failure, and 
perhaps in driving our former as- 
Sociate nations into insolvency. 

The proposed plan to convert the 
allied debt into the form of long 
term bonds, to mature at fixed 
dates far enough in ,che future to 
enable Europe to “get on its feet,” 
the securities so o ed to be 
absorbed by investors, and their 
proceeds applied to the reduction 
of our domestic bonded indebted- 
ness, seems to be businesslike 
and economically sound, and the 
suggestion is well worth serious 
consid ration.

| HEALTH TALKS | 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D, 


NORMALITY AND SUPER-NOR- 
MALITY. 


The various self-tests of heart ef- 
ficiency which I have described in 
the foregoing talks serve the pur- 
pose of showing you whether your 
heart is as good as you think it is. 
They will help to rid your mind 
of that banality of “no organic dis- 
ease.” If your heart fails to pass 
these tests I have described, it is 
functionally inefficient and a heart 
which is functionally inefficient is, 
of course, organically diseased. 
am sorry that the artificial and il- 
logical distinction between so-call- 
ed “functional” and “organic” dis- 
@ase of the heart, particularly has 
been so freely suggested by the 
medical profession in the past, for 
this unwarranted distinction has 
only led to unwise negligence or 
procrastination on the part of .the 
patient whose heart disease hap- 
pened to be dubbed “merely func- 
tional.” When a heart does not 
function normally, it is high time 
to take care; whatever may be 
possible to accomplish in the way 
of prevention and of cure should be 
sought immediately. 

As usual, the upshot of it all, as 
sO many disgruntled readers have 
complained, is. that I abuse the 
reader, jolly him along, get him in- 
terested, tell him just enough to 
worry him, and then turn him over 
to the family doctor. In the case 
of functional heart inefficiency, if 
I can accomplish such a result by 
fair means or foul, I shall feel that 
my preaching is worth while. This 
is a health department, and not a 
clinic. Our theme is normality and 
how to preserve it. The diagnosis 
and treatment of disease is no con- 
cern of ours. My aim as headmast- 
er of this department is not to at- 
tempt the work gpm belong- 
ing to the reader's physician, but 
to do my durndest to keep people 
out of the physician's hands—a 
short-sighted policy, which the reg- 
ular medical profession has always 
followed. 

Suppose a youth, or young adult, 
finds his heart efficient, according 
to the self-tests in the preceding 
talks, and that he contemplates 
enganging in athletic activities, as 
an amateur or professional athlete, 
particularly in contests of agility, 
strength or endurance. -Suppose 
the high school boy or the colle 
man contemplates taking part Te 
track races or in football. His 
heart must then be developed to en- 
large its reserve power; the heart 
muscle must be strengthened and 
usually enlarged, by intelligent phy- 
sical training, just as the muscles 
of the lez must be developed for 
running or those of the abdomen 
and chest for breathing. The heart. 
of the trained athieté is an enlarged 
heart (hypertrophy of the heart, as 
a doctor might say). It is, of 
course, no more efficient for main- 
taining circulation under ordinary 
conditions than is a functionally

- Jand is one of the peace terms drawn 
up ~»by the bolsheviki coincident 
with the first proposal of an arm- 
: istice by the Polish government. 
‘The right of unrestricted propa- 
ganda in this territory during the 
year which would intervene before 
the plebiscite also would be de- 
manded. 
' These and the other terms of 
Peace, which are believed to have 
been formulated for submission at 
the first meeting between soviet and 
Polish emissaries, were received 
here today in official circles. While 
not regarded as final because of the 
_ @vents favorable to the bolshevik 
cause since their formulation, the 
terms are accepted in Washington 
as illustrative of the intention of 
the invaders to impose peace con- 
ditions of a drastie nature. | 

The other terms as received here 
include the right of the soviet gov- 
ermment to unrestricted transmis- 
sion of all code messages across 
Poland between Russia and Ger- 
many; the turning over of all salt 
and coal mines in Poland for op- 
eration by the soviet government 
and the right of unrestricted travel 
for all soviet nationals across the 
Polish frontiers without the Polish 
vise on passports. 

The provision for a plebiscite tin 
the portion of Poland formerly be- 
longing to Russia together with the 
stipulation that the bolsheviki be 
granted permission to disseminate 
Propaganda without restriction in 
that territory for one year before 
the vote, is viewed by officials here 
as likely to be especially obnoxious 
-to the Poles. The granting of such 
demands would, in the gpinion of 
officials here, certainly result in 
the loss to.the Warsaw government 
of Russian Poland for all Polish 
national feeling in that region, it is 
considered, would be blotted out by 
the bolshevik propaganda.

It is 
through General Wrangel in southern 
Russia, officials said today, that 
the United States hopes to introduce 
largely the friendly expressions of 
sympathy for the Russian people 
embodied in the American note; 
Finland and the Baltic states also 
have been chosen as strategic points 
for disseminating the attack on the 
soviet authorities. 

Order Issued by Wrangel. 

Officials today pointed to an order 
recently issued by General Wrangel 
as indicating earnest endeavor of 
the anti-bolshevik leader to estab- 
lish a civil government which will 
obtain the confidence of the Rus- 
sian people. Under this order a 
civil administrator equal to a gen- 
eral in the old Russian administra- 
tion is attached to the headquarter 
of each army corps, charged wit 
the duty of establishing a civil gov- 
ernmen in the area occupied by the 
corps, 

The text of a statement explain- 
ing the aims of Wrangell, issued by 
him recently upon the occupation of 
a town in southern Russia, also was 
received here today by. gfficials.

FRANCE THANKS 
UNITED STATES 
FOR RUSS NOTE 


Paris, August 13.—The French 
government is sending a note -to 
the United States expressing pleas- 
ure that the French and American 
views on the Russo-Polish situation 
are “in complete accord,” it was 
learned today. 

The note, which is 300 words long 
and is signed by Premier Millerand, 
recapitulates the conclusions in the 
American note to Italy, saying that 
France “reaches an identical con- 
clusion.” It adds fthat France “never 
varied in its determination to sup- 
port the principles so clearly formu- 
lated by the government of the 
United States.” 

The French note says it was with 
these principles in mind that France 
recognized General Baron Wrangel 
(anti-bolshevik commander in south 
Russia), and decided not to appreve 
the soviet’s terms to Poland unless 
they conform with these principles. 
It concludes that France is “happy 
to note once rgain the most thor- 
ough harmony between the senti- 
ments animating the American and 
there is at 
stake the future of civilization.” 

Premier Millerand says in the 
note that France is “entirely in ac- 
cord with the principles formulated” 
in the American note. 

A copy of the note was given 
Leland Harrison, secretary of the 
American embassy, while he was

Warsaw, August 13.— the As- 
sociated Press.)—Russian soviet 
forces which are attacking the 
Polish lines north and northeast cf | 
this city have reached a point 25 
miles rom Warsaw. A state of 
siege has been declared here by the 
military governor. Civilians are not 
— on the streets after 10 

‘clock at night, and cafes must 
close at 9 o’clock. 

The determination of the bolshe- 
viki to press onward to Warsaw 
showed itself at various points 
along the battle line today, there 
being hand-to-hand fighting in 
many instances. The Poles savagely 
defended their positions, and con- 
tested every foot of ground given 
up to the invaders. 

Fighting was reported within 30 
miles of the capital. It was said 
Pultusk changed hands several 
times, and last accounts were that 
the fighting was going on in the 
streets. The Poles were holding the 
west bank of the Narew river at 
this point, beating off the bolsheviki 
from the north and hurling back 
other enemy forces which were try- 
ing to cross the river. 

, Preparing for Defense. 

Warsaw hummed with military 
activity, but only soldiers and offi- 
cers were allowed in the ‘streets. 
Preparations for the defense of 
Warsaw were being made and lights 
burned until late in the war offices 
and the foreign office, where affairs 
of state were being discussed. The 
terms and conditions to be carried 
by the Polish delegates who will 
meet the soviet representatives on 
Saturday to discuss the peace pre- 
liminaries were also being drafted. 

It was decided that two Ameri- 
can and two British newspaper cor- 


-resondents, as well as several Poles, 


French and Italian and Spanish 
journalists, will accompany the 
peace delegation to the eastward on 
Saturday. Just how long the dele- 
gation will remain at Minsk, or 
wherever the conference will be 
held, is unknown, but diplomats 
here tonight said they expected the 
conference would last four or five 
days. 

The commissioners with authority 
to negot:ate a preliminary treaty of 
peace expect to leave this city early 
Saturday morning to meet Russian 
soviet delegates somewhere on the 
road between Warsaw and Brest- 
Litovsk, the foreign office an- 
nounced. The meeting, it was said, 
will take place between 5 ‘and 7 
o’clock Saturday evening.

Stitutional amendments committee 
of the upper house favorably re- 
ported a ratification resolution. 

Resolutions of ratification were 
introduced in each house of the as- 
sembly immediately after Governor 
Bickett. had delivered a special 
message calling upon the extraor- 
dinary session to make North Caro- 
lina the thirty-sixth state to rati- 
y. The resolutions were introduced 
by Senator Scales, democrat, of 
Greensboro, suffrage leader in the 
repent and Gia Williams.

Raleigh, N. C., August 18 —Rati- 
fication advocates temporarily held 
the advantage in the North Caro- 
lina fight over the federal suffrage 
amendment as a result of develop- 
ments today which included # spe- 
clal message by Governor Bickett 
urging ratification and a favorable 
report on a ratification resolution 
by a committee of the upper house 
of the legislature. . 
Although the victory of suffrage 
Supporters in committee appeared 
overwhelming—a vote of 7 to 1 for 
a favorable report being recorded— 
the action merely marks the begin- 
ning of an expected bitter contest. 
The suffrage leaders were given 
new hope by the governor’s plea, 
but the executive’s statement that 
he personally was against the fed- 
eral amendment served to bolster 
antagonists of the suffrage move- 
ment in the lower house. 

While leaders of the suffrage 
group in the senate were confident 
of ultimate victory in that chamber, 
they said frankly no such ratio of 
affirmative votes as was recorded 
in committee could be maintained 
on the final roll call.

lina legislature to accent “the in- 
evitable and ratify the federal wom- 
an suffrage amendment.” 

The governor warned his demo- 
cratic friends that the most they 
would be able to do by defeating 
the ratification resolution would be 
to delay “for six months a move- 
ment you are powerless to defeat. 
He urged them to accent it as the 
part “of wisdom and of grace,” add- 
ing that within the period of a few 
months, “some other state will open 
the door and women will enter the 
political forum.” : 

“We may just as well realize, 
gentlemen,” the governor contin- 
ued, “that this country is no longer 
an association of states, but a na- 
tion. Whatever a majority of the 
people of the nation want is roinz 
to be the supreme law of the land. 

“Whenever I really want to think 
seriously about states’ rights, I ~o 
and muse for an hour over the grave 
of mv confederate grandfather, for 
I realize more keenly than ever be- 
fore that states’ rights have passed 
away. 

“In the famous words of Grover 
Cleveland, ‘a condition and not a 
theory confronts- us,’ for woman suf- 
frage is at hand.” 

Political Expediency. 

At the outset, the governor con- 
ceded every claim-of opposition to 
the amendment, adding by way of 
emphasis. that he was “in deepest 
sympathy” with the sentiment of 
the anti-suffragists. But he also 
emphasized anew the argument of 
political expediency and thé»honor 
of the party and state which, he 
said, was an obligation, payment of 
which should be made thre~" for- 
mal approval of the nation-wide 
amendment. 

Reiterating his belief that federal 
suffrage could not be avoided, Gov- 
ernor Bickett pointedly asle1 the 
assemblvmen whether the’ ~~%uld 
receive the new voters “with a smile 
or with a frown.” He ar-*led to 
“the chivalry of the south” to give 
the women a giad hand. 

“But there is another *d a far 
deeper reason for not delaying the 
movement we &re powerless to de- 
feat,” he said. “The big question 
that is going to be settled in the 
next six months is whether this na-, 
tion shall enter’ an alliance with 
twenty-nine of the most powerful 
nations on earth for the purpose of 
forever delivering humanity from 
the burdens and horrors of war. On 
that question the women hero @ 
sacred richt to be heard. for when 
cannon roar the women furnish the 
fodder.” |

MEN REFUSE 
DISMISSAL 


Antwerp, August 12.—Den Ahearn, 
of the Illinois Athletic club, world’s 
record-holder for the hop, step and 


jump, has been dismissed from the 
American Olympic team on charges 
of insubordination. 


Antwerp, August 13.—The Amer- 
ican Olympic athletes at a boister- 
ous mass meeting tonight virtually 
forced the American Olympic com- 
mittee to reconsider the case of Dan 
Ahern the hop, step and jump cham- 
pion, with the athlete’s committee, 
tomorrow. Ahearn was dismissed 
from the team today by the Amer- 
ican Olympic committee for alleg- 
ed insubordination. 

In addition to the Ahéarn case, 
other complaints of the athletes are 
to be heard. 

The meeting was characterized by 
much “feeling on the part of the 
athletes, during which there were 
cat calls and heckling of Gustavus 
P, Kirby, president of the Amer-. 
ican Olympic committee, and Judge 
Bartow S. Weeks, of e commit-< 
tee, who addressed the men. Also 
there was much silence from the 
athletes themselves, mixed with de- 
mands for silence the more

How do I hit home runs? 

I have been asked this question 
thousands of times since the close 
of the season of 1919 when I broke 
the world’s record with an official 
total of twenty-nine home = runs. 
Really, I got thirty-one, but the oth- 
er two went down in the score 
books as two-baggers. This is how 
it happened in each case: There 
Was a man on second in the ninth 
inning who brought in a winning 
run, officially ending the game by 
the time I had reached second base. 
Both of these blows were made on 
our own preserve, Fenway park, 
Boston. Both times my hits were 
rong enough for me to have scored 
without getting out of breath. But 
Im not crabbing about the loss of 
those twoehomers, They won ball 

es and I was playing for the 
Red Sox and not for Babe Ruth. 
. IT suppose, when yen get down to 
it, there are several things that en-

able a man to hit home runs—bat- 
ting eye, how he stands at the plate, 
how he swings, his strength and 
weight and his confidence. Let's 
take them up in order. 

You stand there at the plate 
watching the pitcher wind up. You 
haven't a way in the world of 
knowing what he is going to serve 
you and it is not much use trying 
to guess because a good hurler can 
disguise his windup so that you get 
a fast one when you think a curve 
ball is coming. he thing to do is 
keep your eye on the ball, And 
never go up to the plate that some- 
thing inside me doesn’t whisper, 
‘Keep your eye on the ball, Babe, 
keep your eye on it. Watch it come 
u s? F 


I don’t mean to say that anybody 
can hit the ball all the time, even 
if he keeps his eye glued on it, but 
the fellow who has his lamp trim- 
med and keeps it on will make a 
whole lot more hits than the fellow 
who doesn’t. It’s easy enough to 
follow the ball half way from the 
box to the plate. After that is when 
the pitcher fools the hitter. That’ 
when most batters begin to lose the 
ball. They are.not prepared to 
watch the break-which comes just 
before the apple reaches them. I 
believe that one of the secrets of 
my hitting is my ability to keep my 
eye on the ball longer than any oth- 
er batter, even until it starts to 
break. We all know that a real 
curve holds its course and does not 
jump until if is almost at the plate 
and that is why a batter must watch 
so that he doesn’t swing where the 
ball ought to be—but ain’t. 

It is in this business of keeping 

our eye on the ball that golf and

I mean directly in front 
of my body, and that is where it 
meets the ball. There is something 
to be said for the bat, toc, because 
it is the heaviest one uséd in either 
of the leagues. I have them made 
copectane for me. They are of ash, 
with a slender handle. They are 40 
inches long and weigh about 
ounces—some wagon tongue. Most 
bats weigh 88 on 40 ounces. The 
heavier the bat thé longer the drive. 
That's what I think. The wallop 
comes just at the balance point of 
the bat, and if you want to find 
where that is, take a bat in your 
hand and balance it. That is where 
every batter should catch the ball, 
for there is the greatest leverage 
and the heaviest weight of the blow. 

A free and easy swing ts the one 
which I think connects most often 
with the ball. When I say free and 
easy, don’t think I mean slow. I 
mean fast, with a great big F, and| 
with every ounce of weight and 
strength that can be put into the 
swing. My elbows are always well 
away from my body when I poke at 
the ball. They are not stuck out, 
of course, but far enough out to 
give complete freedom. 

We come now to the matters of 
strength and wéight. The big boys 
have a natural advantage in this re- 
spect but would you think that 
there was such a thing as being too 
muscular? There is. know a bat- 
ter in the American league who is 
not much better than an ordinary 
hitter although he has a good eye, 
weight, ‘stance and fine develop- 
ment. His trouble is that he is mus- 
cle bound—too strong to get a good 
easy swing at the Dall.

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Chicago, August 13.—Parley P. 
‘Christensen, farmer-labor party 
candidate for president, in a state- 
ment issued Thursday night, bit- 
terly -assailed what he termed 
“President Wilson's blind hatred of 
Russia,” and defended the Russian 
military campaign against Poland. 

“The risy of Woodrow Wil- 
son,” Christensen said, “was never 
more apparent and the blind hatred 
underlying the administration’s pol- 
icy toward Russia was never more 
manifest than in the document out- 
liging the American government’s 
position in the Russian-Polish sit- 
vation, in which Mr. Wilson delib-— 
erately attempted to make it ap- 
pear that the critical European sit- 
uation is due to Russian military 
pressure upon Poland. Mr. Wilson 
knows that, there would be no war 
between Russia and Poland were it 
not for'the fact that the imperial- 
ist Polish government sent an army 
against Russia for the’ purpose of 
detaching from Russia a large por- 
tion of Russian territory. If the 
Poles now find themselves facing 
military defeat, it is due to two 
causes: First, that the imperialist 
greed of the Polish governing class, 
and second, the Franco-British— 
American cabal that™sought the de- 
struction of the Russian soviet gov- 
ernment, by financing and arming 
Poland to prosecute the Russian of- 
fensive.” 

Christensen declared Russia had 
as much right to defend herself as 
Belgium had against Germany. 

“Mr.. Wilson’s smug. refusal to 
permit this government to be rep- 
resented in the general European 
peace conference is ,based entirely 
on his intolerance r and hatred 
of the Russian soviet government,” 
he continued, “professing a friend- 
ship for the Russian people. He 
has for nearly two years merciless- 
ly refused to lift a bluckade which 
has resulted in the death by star- 
vation of millions of Russian men, 
women and children and an untold 
misery to scores of millions of other 
Russians. 

“Mr. Wilson’s hatred of the Rus-— 
sian soviet government has made of 
his mind a welcome storehouse for 
all of the monstrous lies about con- 
ditions in Russia. His effort to de- 
velop in America a hatred of Rus- 
sia and his determination to cut 
this country off from intercourse 
with that country is a policy of 
commercial suicide and _ fanatica! 
superstition. If he were at all fair 
and open, he would long ago have 
sent an impartial commission to 
Russia to investigate and report 
openly to the American people upon 
the conditions there existing.”

@Mientures that offer a speedy ac- 
quisition of riches, while long a 
weakness of individuals, have some- 
times tempted governments away 
from the policy of conservative in- 
vestment. There are two such spec- 
tacular deviations in history, the 
British South Seas company bubble 
and the French Mississippi com- 
pany affair, and both had equally 
disastrous results. 

Some two hundred years ago the 
British and French governments 
were victims of the hasty wealth 
schemes when they undertook to 
eliminate their unfunded national 
debts by backing ventures with 
companies who were to exchange 
their stock for the outstanding un- 
funded debt. in circulation in ex- 
clusive trade rights in certain parts 
of the world. 8 

During the ten years that the 
South sea proposition flourished up- 
ward of $60.000,000 worth of gov- 
ernment obligations were turned 
over to the company. At one time 
the concern ‘had a capital of nearly 
$250.000,000 and its stock was forc- 
ed up 10.50 per cent. Nearly

TYPHOID MAKES RAPID 
INCREASE IN GEORGIA 


of the state board of health it is 
learned that typhoid fever is mark- 
there being 


177 cases reported during the month 
of July. During the last six weeks’ 
perioag the weekly reports were as 
follows: Week ending July 3, 31; 
week ending July 10, 27; week 
ending July 17, 52; week ending 
July 24, 30; week ending July 31, 
37: week ending August 7, 73 cases. 

If this rapid increase continues, 
there will be a great waste of hu- 
man health and even human life, it 
is stated. Last year there were 
11,000 cases of this disease, which 
caused 1,100 deaths, while at the 
Same time it was a banner year 
from the standpoint of typhoid vac- 
cinations. 

The state board of health labo- 
ratory had dispensed up to August 
1 last vear 131.345 cubic centime— 
ters (doses) of this prophvlactic. 
while up to the same date this year 
only 73,546 cubic centimeters have 
been dispensed. This is only 56 per 
cent of the total taken last year by 
the people of this state, while at 
the same time the protective im- 
munity established by typhoid vac— 
cination is heyond question, and the 
vaccine is offered to the entire pop- 
ulace of the state without cost. 

The indifferent attitude manifest- 
ed by the people of Georgia is sure 
to result int a large number of 
cases of the disease and manv 
deaths. Therefore, the state board 
of health would strongly urge that

BAKER PUTS OFF 
PUBLICATION OF 
“SLACKER LIST” 


Washington, August 13.—The war 
department's ominous “slacker list” 
of 173,000 odd alleged draft desert- 
ers 18S not going to he issued a few 
weeks hence after all. The names 
are not expected for several] 
months, possiblv never.

émn announcement on Sunday that 
all those who had any doubts as to 
their status had but two weeks in 
which to write to the adjutant een- 
eral of the army and get straight- 
ened ont if they didn’t want to run 
the risk of being publicly branded 
as slackers. . 
“The lists are goine to he kent 
here until we are absolutely sure 
that there is nobody listed who is 
not a slacker.” Secretary Baker 
said todav. Which would seem to 
indicate that because of his desirine 
to avoid injustice to men who could 
not or did not read the department’s 
reneated warnings, the lists will 
gether mould in the adjutant gener- 
al’s files for some time to come. 


The Chicago Convention.

The Chicago convention in fts tn- 
itial stages was a fair and open 
contest conducted by free men who 
went there to nominate, if they 
could, the man of their choice.

INION CANPAIN 
OF MINE WORKERS 


Williamson, W. Va., August 14.— 
The campaign of the United Mine 
Workers to organize the 5,000 min- 
ers in the Mingo county bituminous 
coal field has precipitated a situa- 
tion* which each side declares can 
only.end when it has won complete 
victory. Wages, apparently, form 
a secondary consideration, the bat- 
tle being waged around recognition 
of the union and the right of mine 
owners to employ private detectives 
in and around the mines. 

“The men and the operators could 
get ‘together and settle this thing 
were it not for the question of the 
mine guards,” saié Charles F., 


Keeney, president of district No. 17, 
United Mine Workers, who is in 
command of the union forces. “But 
in their present temper these men 
are not to be fooled with. Right 
now this situation is a powder mill.” 
“There is not a mine guard in 
Mingo county, and there has not 
been for yeags,” said George Bause- 
wine, secretary of the Coal Opera- 
tors’ association, of Williamson. 
“Private detectives are employed as 
other corporations employ detec- 
tives for intelligence work in and 
around their properties. They are 
not used for guarding the mines.” 


Question of Wages. 


The question of wages hinges on 
the scale paid in the Kanawha field. 
The union leaders declare that 
adoption of this scale would in- 
crease the earnings of the miners 
in Mingo, while the operators in- 
sist that their miners, under the 
scale now in force, are being paid 
more than it is possible for the 
Kanawha miners to earn. However, 
little attention is being paid tothat 
Phase of the controversy. Recogni- 
tion of the union is the big issue. 

The Mingo field includes all of 
Mingo county and the mines along 
the Kentucky side of Tug river, a 
shallow, narrow stream which for 
miles in this recion forms the bourf 
dary between Kentucky and West 
Virginia. High mountains risé@ ab- 
ruptly on each’ side of the river. 
their sides covered with a heavy 
growth of bushes. Along the moun- 
tain sidés are the drift mines from 
which comes the coal, and nestling 
in the narrow vallev are the little 
towns where live the miners gnd 
their families. 

Fully 75 per cent of the miners 
in the region are native born, many 
of them the descendants of pioneers 
who entéred the county more than 
100 vears ago, and who are proud of 
their lineage. Some foreign-born 
miners can be found in the camps, 
while numbers of negroes are em- 
ployed. Often the miner owns a 
small acreage, for which in the 
planting and harvesting, he will 
abandon the mines. 


Brick Cottages. 


In some places the miners live in 
brick cottages, each having its gar- 
den plot and front porch. Such a 
Village is Bardertown, where early 
this month miners were fired upon 
from the mountain side while going 
to work. In other villages’. the 
houses are of frarfe construction. 
each set in its own garden plot, and 
for which the miners pay at the 
rate of $2 per month per room. 

Williamson, the center of the re- 


gion, is pleasantly placed in the val- 
ley, with substtntial buildings and 
good stores. The Mingo county 
courthouse is one of the best struc- 
tures, but the citv hall also is a’ 
complete office building, while tgere | 
Is in course of construction a thea- 
ter which will cost $250,000. The 
8,000 residents of the town very 
renerally enjoy the prosperity which 
has come ‘to the coal trade in the 
past few years. 

Early in the year the movement 
to organize the United Mine Work- 
ers was inhkugurated by President 
Keeney from district headquarters 
at Charleston, and organizers were 
sent into Mingo county. They met 
with such success that a demand 
was made upon the operators for 
the enforcement of the Kanawha 
scale and recognition of the union. 
This demand the operators refused, 
and the union called a strike. The 
order, mine operators say, was an- 
swered by from 1,500 to 1,800 min- 
ers, but the union officials put the 
figure higher. 


Reversion Claim. 


The companies, through their 
lawyers, took the position. that the 
houses built for the miners who had 
gone on strike reverted at once to 
the owners. 


The miners, in some instances, 
held that if the companies wanted 
the house of a man they must ob- 
tain possession of it by due process 
of law. ‘ . 

Numbers of miners were evicted 
from company houses, and it was 
for that purpose private detectives, 
‘mine guards” the miners term 
them, were sent to Matewan, June 
19, and where in the fight which 
followed the eviction of five fami- 
lies, ten persons were killed. 

Many miners, however moved 
from company houses without pro- 
test, and the United Mine Workers 
established for such persons tent 
colonies along Tug river near the 

laces of their former employment. 

‘here the strikers and their fami- 
lies live in army tents, and there 
they declare they will stay until] the 


strike has been settled and they 
have returned to work. 


BLOOD BROTHER 
AWAITS REVENEE 


Balkan Leader’s Assassi- 
nation Will Be Avenged 


by Affluent European, 


Accoring to Reports in 
Paris. | 


— 


Paris, August 1!—Vengeance for 
the assassination of Essati . Pasha, 
head of the Albanian delegation 
here, i8 being quietly awaited by a 
“blood brother” of the Balkan 
leader, according to a circumstan- 
tial story by a French writer pub- 
lished by The Excelsior. 

This man, now rich and influen- 
tial in France, the story goes, was 
one of several poor young men who 
thirty years ago met Essad Pasha, 
then known as the “Black Dagger 
of Abdul Hamid” in Constantinople. 
when he crowded into a card game 
and insisted upon 0oplaying with 
them. Fearing Essad Pasha, they 
protested they were too poor to 
play with him, but he insisted, em- 
phasizing it by plad¢ing his re- 
volver on the table as a threat. 

To meet this the “blood brother” 
put down his dagger, poisoned, he 
said, Essad Pasha showed his sur- 
prise, then his pleasure. 

“Young man,” he exclaimed, 
“this is the first time anyone has 
dared defy me. Men like you are 
rare.” 

Essad Pasha took his own dag- 
ger, opened a vein in his wrist and 
also in that of the young man, eacn 
sucked a few drops of blood from 
the other and they became “blood 
brothers,” according to Albanian 
customs, sworn to avenge ‘each 
other’s deaths. \ 

“T am ready,” this, “brother,” 
now, i# quoted as saying, “to Keep 
my oath, but I have confidence that 
french courts will make it un- 
ecessary for me to interfere.” 

Rusten <Aveni, arrested on the 
spot for shooting down Essad 
Pasha as the latter was entering 
his automobile in the downtown 
district recently, is awaiting trial. 
He was a student who posed as the 
avenger of Albanian wrongs.
